The Privateer 3 Sumter. 

The iast known concerning the movements 
of ibe privateer Sumter is her departure from 
Peramaribo, August Sist, after having been in 
thet port nearly two weeks. She came there 
for a supply of coal, and the Dutch authorities 
reiusing to interfere, our consul, Henry Saw- 
yer of Charlestown, Mass., took the matter 
into his own bands to prevent her. He first 
chartered all the punts and lighters, by which 
alone the versel could be loaded, and to make 
ateurence doubly sure, he attempted to buy 
up all the coal, succeeding at all but one yard 
where Capt. Semmes had preceded him. But 

the pirates found it impossible to get their 
covl on board, although they worked like 

beavers with {heir small boats, and Mr. 
Sewyer, having the Samter in chancery, hur- 
ried messengers off te all our coneuls to dis- 
patch apy war vessels thither at once and 
mane the long coveted capture. No vessels 

could be found. The pirates got wind of the 
plan, however, and thereupon seized some of 
Mr. Sewyer’s punts, and when he sent down 

to take them there was a sharp scrimmage for 
the possession, resulting of course in favor of 
the Sumter men. Again the authorities re- 

fured to interfere, even to protect Mr. Saw- 
yer's legal rights, and the Sumter got on board 
the whole 400 tons required. She departed on 
the Sist, her rig and appearance having first 
been changed.to that of a common merchant 
berque. It would be impossible now to re 
cognize ber as the old Sumter. Her boilers 
ore nearly burned out, end heresfter she will 
go under sail, reservivng her machinery for an 
crgency. The Sumter has on board, 
many of them recruited from the crews of 
prize vessels. It is hinted that she is now af. 
ter some of our heayy Esst Indiamen, it 
being considered unsafe to eruise longer in 
the Guif.
